Contents of it will now receive a much 
wider distribution than had it been al- 
lowed, with an accompanying statement 
from the President that it was the Gen- 
eral’s own statement.

Georgia Needs 
More of His Kind 


Our State has lost a fine citizen in the 
death of Columbus Roberts, Sr., business- 
man, farmer, political leader, philanthro- 

ist and great Christian layman. Mr. 

oberts died Saturday at the age of 79 in 
Columbus, the city of his residence and of 
his business success. 

Born across the State line in Alabama 
only five years after Appomattox, one of 
10 children of a tenant farmer, Columbus 
Roberts overcame the handicaps of a child- 
hood during the strenuous Reconstruction 
Days to become a millionaire. Then he 
gave most of his money away. 

At the age of 18 he came from Alabama 
to Atlanta as an employee of the Southern 
Express Company. Four years later he 
went back to Alabama, to Opelika, and 
went into business for himself. Soon he 
had saved enough money to buy the farm 
on which he had been born. 

In 1902 he organized a Coca-Cola bot- 
tling company in Columbus and from it 
made a fortune, most of which went to 
Christian education through the Baptist 
church and several of its schools, Mercer 
University, Bessie Tift College, Shorter and 
Truett-McConnell, and to local churches 
at Columbus. 

As a practical farmer, as a legislator 
and as Commissioner of Agriculture from 
1937 to 1941, Mr. Roberts was responsible 
for much of the progress farming has made 
in Georgia. 

Interested in youth, he was president of 
the Columbus YMCA and later of the State 
“Y” organization. ' 

Columbus Roberts’ life was long and 
useful and his contributions to Georgia 
and Georgians were many. We need many 
more men like him in every generation.

And since a cat may look at a king, pre- 
sumably a nonmilitary man may look at 
the General’s position with regard to For- 
mosa. The question to be asked is how, 
in the event of a world war, we would 
maintain a supply line to Formosa and to 
the Chinese mainland, where our beach- 
heads would be, and give any attention 
to Europe or an attack by the Soviets? 

But, wholly aside from the logistics of 
MacArthur should 
make it clear he erred in what was an un- 
complimentary flouting of his superiors— 
something he would not condone within 
his own staff.

Notes on Reporting 
From Anton Chekhov 


There is a school of thought, small to 
be sure, but usually stridently vocal, 
which argues that one should not report 
“the bad” or the evil in life, politics or 
government, but should strivé to present 
only the sweet and good. 

In “The Personal Papers”: of Anton 
Chekhov, one of the better writers of 
modern times, there appears a paragraph 
to which we heartily subscribe, as follows: 

“..,. A litterateur is not a confec- 
tioner, not a dealer in cosmetics, not an 
entertainer. ... He is just like an ordi- 
nary reporter. What would you say if a 
newspaper reporter, because of his 
fastidiousness or from a wish to give 
pleasure to his readers, were to describe 
only honest mayors, high-minded ladies, 
and virtuous railroad contractors? To a 
chemist, nothing on earth is unclean. A 
writer must be as objective as a chemist; 

he must abandon the subjective line; he 
must know that dungheaps play a very 
respectable part in a landscape, and that 
evil passions are as inherent in life as 
good ones.” 

We think it is because honest news- 
papers, with ingegrity of ownership, do 
devote attention to the bad along with the 
good that we have more honest and care- 
ful mayors, governors, contractors for 
highways and so on. It is almost a truism 
to say that when one sees a newspaper at- 
tacked for its criticism of those in charge 
of our various divisions of government, 
such criticism has hit where it hurts. It 
is important to give equal attention to 
the dungheaps, even as Chekhov said.

It All Hinges 


On Events in Korea 


WASHINGTON—Most political observers are 
now agreed that the Korean war situation has 
changed the November election outlook com- 

pletely. Rarely has a Congressional campaign seen such a change 
in the issues. 

.Only two months ago the campaign seemed to have fairly well 
crystallized, with the issues pretty much defined. Domestic prob- 
lems were the main order of the day. The battle for control of 
Congress promised to be fought out chiefly along lines of the more 
controversial phases of President Truman’s Fair Deal. program. 
With the country riding the crest of one of the biggest prosperity 
waves in its history, the Democrats were entirely confident. The 
Republicans, on the other hand, were hardly even hopeful. Most 
they looked forward to was a reduction in the present majority 


control in both houses. 
Sudden Change Then the Korean war was suddenly thrust 
upon us. It introduced a new set of issues 
immediately, causing questions of foreign policy to be forced to 
the front. Our state of unpreparedness enabled the Republicans 
to seize on the Administration's foreign policy, particularly as it 
relates to the Far East, as the principal target of attack. It prom- 
ises to remain the leading issue until the election comes. 

Usually in off-year elections, where no Presidential contest is 
involved, individual candidates for Congress and State offices 
shape their campaigns on local issues. But the effect of the Korean 
war has been to change that. Its cause, the way it has been going, 
its attendant higher taxes and economic controls promise to over- 
shadow everything else. 

The Republicans are now definitely on the offensive—more 
hopeful. Aided by some Democrats, they have from the start 
sought to make scapegoats of Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, charging that these’ two 
officials are responsible for a vacillating policy in the Far East 
which was an invitation for the Communists to move as they did 
against South Korea. Demands are still being made that the 
President fire these two of his top-ranking cabinet officers. 

But the Republicans are not stopping there. Chairman Guy 
Gabrielson, of the GOP National Committee, put his finger on the 
real point of the Republican attack when he said recently: “Per- 
haps no better scapegoats can be found, but who appointed Ache- 
son and Johnson?” He was aiming at President Truman, of course. 


Duff and Taft As a further example of the type of cam- 

paign that is being conducted, Gov. James 
H. Duff, who is the Republican candidate for the Senate in Penn- 
sylvania, is telling voters that “a policy of complete vacillation 
by the United States in the Far East is directly responsible for the 
present situation.” Sen. Robert A. Taft is on a similar rampage 
in Ohio. 

Democrats have launched a political counter offensive and 
have sought to show that there has been little difference in the 
thinking of Republicans and Democrats in the matter of foreign 
policy and military preparedness. As regards Secretary of De- 
fense Johnson, for instance, it is pointed out that he was being 
hailed «as a hero a year ago for his successful efforts to cut the 
huge military budget, whereas today he is being condemned for 
not having spent more for defense. 

But so long as the Korean war events continue to take a bad 
turn for us the situation will be made more to the order of the 
party out of power. The Republicans will be able to exploit the 
situation as long as the news is bad. 

The chief hope of the Democrats is that we will have enough 
men in Korea soon to turn the tide in our favor. If the United 
Nations forces under the command of Gen. Douglas MacArthur are 
able to turn our earlier defeats into a major victory within the 
next two months, then the Democrats will probably be able to 
raise an effective cry about not changing horses in midstream. 


Hopeful Otherwise, the Republicans stand to make substan- 

tial gains in the November election. The wish may 
be father to the thought, but some GOP leaders are now looking 
hopefully to capturing control of both houses of Congress. Before 
the Korean conflict arose, these same leaders privately conceded 
the party did not have a chance. 

Perhaps the most that can be said at the moment in appraising 
the outlook is that it is too early yet to venture a firm opinion on 
what may happen in November. The outcome will likely be deter- 
mined by what happens in Korea.

Sidelight on History 


The Editors: Ralph McGill's column of duly 
2, in which he mentions the invasion of Penn- 
sylvania in 1863, reminded me of the fact that 
I possess a letter from a Southern soldier, writ- 
ten from Greencastle, Pa., on June 23, 1863, in 
which he paints a pretty good picture of condi- 
tions in that area at that time. 

Thinking that perhaps it might be of interest 
to you, I am attaching hereto a copy of that 
letter. It follows: 

Green-Castle, Penn. 

June 23, 1863. 

My Dear Parents: From the above head- 
ing you will see that my post office has been 
changed from the C. S. to the U. S. We got to 
this place (3 miles from the Md. line) yester- 
day. Our division was, and is, on the advance. 
We had a small cavalary skirmish near this 
place yesterday. The enemy retreated in the 
direction of Chambers-burgh (11 miles north 


of this) where I suppose they have a force of | 


cavalry, or infantry and artillery, but I do not 


know how many. Gens. E. Johnston and Early’s 


division came up today and I think we take 


acknowledge that they are Abolitionists, soul 
and body. The women are very ambitious, 
and hate a Rebel worse than they do the devil. 
I have fine sport conversing with them, for 
they say but few words before they get fight- 
ing mad. f hope that we may be able to 
remain in an enemy’s land during war. I am 
proud to bring the horrors of war at their own 
doors. May we be able to remain here is my 
whole desire. We are living well; fresh beef, 
bacon, flour, syrup, and butter are our rations. 
We have captured a large supply of stores of 
all kinds in every town, and whiskey by the 
hundred barrels, they seem to be better sup- 
plied with that than anything else. If I could 
only get a furlough now I could bring you all 
a trunk of shoes and calicos. The merchants 
in Md. take our money, some of them readily. 
My health is good. The papers doubtless have 
informed you of our victories at and around 
Winchester. My. last letter to you was written 
at William-port, Md. Did you receive it? All 
of Capt. Blandford’s camp are well save Bob, 
who has been suffering with a evil eye, and 
Capt. Elam with the rheumatisms, who left us 
at William-port. Excuse this hasty sheet, and 
write soon to your affec. son, J. E. MARKS.”

We Must Have Might in Germany 


WASHINGTON—The unrelenting intent of Communist Russia to wage aggression unceasingly 


has shattered our idealistic hopes in more ways than one. 


It has forced us to revise our plans which 


we based onthe once ford belief after World War Il that we could build a world of peace, and a 
world that would reduce militarism to a minimum. That minimum we hoped would be in the 
establishment of a United Nations police force capable of quickly stopping any incipient aggression 


any place in the world. 


In these beliefs and hopes we were deter- 
mined to prevent the rise of militarism that 
we had defeated in Japan, Italy and Germany. 
The problem was not so great in Italy because 
there had never been a strong national desire 
for militarism in that country. But the prob- 
lem in Germany and Japan was a deep-seated 
one that could not be conquered and eliminated 
in a few years of occupation. We realized that 
it would take years of education to change these 
embedded militaristic tendencies of Germany 
and Japan. 

So, drastic measures such as demobiliza- 
tion and removal of war potential industries in 
Germany were incorporated in a dismantling 
program there. 


As the aggressive policy of Russia be- 
came bolder and bolder, and as the Com- 
munists grabbed off country after country 
te place in slavery under Stalin’s Russia, 
protests against tHe dismantling program in 
Germany began to increase in frequency and 
fury. Those protests were given strength 
and impetus when Russia began to organ- 
ize a German army in East Germany which 
it occupied. 

Thus, Communist moves of Russia prompted 
us to start considering revision of our policy 
in Germany. We began to wonder which was 
the greater threat to world peace in the long 


run—the existing military power and moves 


of Communist Russia now, or the threat of reborn 
German military power in the. future, 

Now that Russia has tipped her hand com- 
pletely in Korea, on the objective of trying 
to slowly bleed us to death, by local wars with 
her satellites instead of using her own military 
strength directly against us, I believe that we 


have no choice but to start rearming Western 
Germany and building a Western German army. 
Surely the Communist threat today is far 
greater than the now remote possibility of 
another Germany military threat in the distant 
future. 

The plain fact is that if we hope to check 
or even discourage any possible Russian inva- 
sion of Western Europe, we must have the 
existing military power to do the job. I don’t 
think that we now can create and organize a 
strong defense force in Western Europe with- 
out including Western Germany. Germans are 
excellent soldiers. Germans basically hate Com- 
munism just as muchas any of the Western 
democracies does. They have the skill for fight- 
ing. They have the will for fighting. 

But Western Germans do not have an army 
like the Eastern Germans do. The blunt fact 
is that we must create, organize and equip a 
Western German army that can match the 
Communist Eastern German Army—or be re- 


signed to ultimately losing all of Germany to 


Communist Russia. And unified German mili- 
tary might, under the control of Stalin, is not 
a pleasant thought. 


We just don’t have enough American boys 
to send to man the defenses of Western Eu- 
rope—even if, we were disposed to do this. 
Western Europeans must man their own de- 
fenses. The most we can do is to send mili- 
tary supplies. 


Since all free nations have the same stake, 
it is only logical to bring Western Germany 
into participation on defense. 

What holds for Western Germany holds for 
Japan in our Far East struggle. We should have 
Japanese troops in Korea helping man the de- 
fense there.

For Itself 


ee f A surprising number 6f farmers come to 
| 47 { Yellow River Farm from outside Georgia with 

‘ “"- questions about fescue grass. Mostly they come 
from Alabama, Missisippi, Arkansas, Texas, the Carolinas, Lou- 
isiana and even Kentucky, the home of Ky. 31. 


The natural thing for prospective pasturemen to do is to go 
to their own experiment stations, if the crop is new, or to their 
county- agent, soil conservation service technician or the com- 
munity vocational agricultural teacher. These folks know local 
conditions. 


Silent The main reason the folks inquire here is that their 

hometown agricultural experts are silent about the virtues 
of tall fescue grass, as the agronomists now call Ky. 31 and alta 
fescue. And this thundering silence comes from the fact that many 
experts are deeply involved in other grasses and clovers. 


Autauga crimson clover is an example. It is a splendid reseed- 
ing clover, similar to our Dixie variety, but it is an annual and 
it will probably always remain an annual. In seed production 
and in sales popularity it is an outstanding clover. It may even 
make the farmers of its chosen territory rich and successful. 


But it isn’t a fool-preof Winter grazing crop. So long as 
droughts come in the Fall, no annual can be. Any grazing crop 
that has to begin its growth from seed in the Fall is subject to the 
vicissitudes of the weather. If the Fall weather is dry, the crop 
won't get started off until the rains come, and then it is too late 
for early Winter grazing. 

We have many annuals and usually they are available for graz- 
ing about February. The farmer needs Winter grazing from No- 
vember on. 1 

Button clover, a great favorite; manganese clover, possibly the 
best of the annuals for inclusion with fescue; subterranean clover, 
another excellent one; all of these are annuals. They are not sure- 
fire Winter grazing plants. Not for early Winter. 

Experts? Farmers are discovering this fact even if some ex- 
perts are treating Ky. 31 fescue with silent con- 
tempt. “Res ipsa loquitor—the thing speaks for itself.” 

Georgia is planting as much fescue this year as it has planted in 
all previous years. The South will possess 500,000 acres of it by 
Jan. 1, 1951, if my information is correct. Our experiment stations 
are studying it and developing new and better strains. 

The Soil Conservation Service is pushing it vigorously. On-the- 
farm vocational trainees are getting instructions in its use. It is 
here and nothing can stop it (unless a better grass appears) for it 
gives the farmer the thing he most needs—early and dependable 
Winter grazing.

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Newspaper Guild Strike Over 


NEW YORK—The Newspaper Guild of New York, CIO, which was dominated 
by notorious Communists in its very beginning and never has been deloused 
of them, has just concluded a strike of 10 weeks against The World-Telegram 
and Sun with certain gains which are offset for a long time in advance by loss 
of wages forfeited not only by the Guild members, but also by members of 


mechanical unions who walked out in sympathy. 


The management alleged that 


these mechanical trades violated written contracts. The Guild negotiating committee wheedled 
from the members authority to call them out by representing that if the company knew the com- 
mittee had to ask the members for a strike vote, the members would think of payless paydays, gar- 


nisheements and notes at the loan-sharks’ and 
vote “no strike.” 


The best of the journalists of The World- 
Telegram and Sun are not Guild members, 
although some of the superior newspaper work- 
ers did belong at one time or another and quit. 
Some quit in protest against the Communist 
exploitation of themselves and manipulation of 
their union for the purposes of the Kremlin. 


A typical occasion was a vote against 
the draft law when Stalin and Hitler were 
allies and the Communist line deplored 
World War II as an imperialistic aggression 
of Poland, Britain and France against un- 
offending Nazi Germany. 


The nonstriking journalists were sufficient 
in skill and numbers to turn out the paper with- 
out interruption. The mechanical unions frus- 
trated them by resorting to the transparent rep- 
resentation that the picket line was dangerous 
to life and limb. The picket line consisted largely 
of girls and sedentary males of nonviolent mien 
and was not formidable from the physical 
standpoint. 


Moreover, the Mayor, Mr, O'Dwyer, in one 
of his rare official moments between vacations 
on full pay~ at $40,000 a year, had assured the 
management that he would provide sufficient 
police force to protect any printer, pressman, 
mailer or other mechanic. Nevertheless, the me- 
chanical unions, which were the ‘actual force 
of the strike, honored the Guild’s picket line 
and the proposition was advanced that a law- 
less gang of lynchers operating under a Guild 
charter would kill or maim law-abiding citi- 
zens to prevent them from working at their 
jobs. Not even the pretext that the mechanics 
would have been “scabs” was left. A “scab” is 
one who takes a striker’s job. The printers, 
pressmen, mailers and others are AFL men and 
the Guild, being CIO, is without honor in union- 
ism. The CIO represents dual unionism, which 
is an abomination in the union racket. The AFL 
unions which honored its picket lines were guilty 
of traffic with a renegade, according to union 
morality and jurisprudence. ° 


The Guild ingistently demanded that the 
management should agree to compel union non- 
guild workers, to the number of nine in 10, to 
join the Guild. In the end the management 
made no such agreement. A strong point was 
made of the fact that to comply the manage- 
ment would have to deliver into a society often 
committed to the Communist line and violence, 


law-abiding, patriotic American citizens who de- 
test the Guild and all it stands for. 


To be sure, the danger on the picket line was 
purely fictitious and a pretext put forth with- 
out the slightest intention that the mechanics 
should believe they might be hurt, much less 
killed. But in order to avail themselves of the 
excuse, the mechanical unions had to pretend 
to fear injury or death to their members and 
the Guild had to subscribe to the same fittion. 


An efficient and conscientious district at- 
torney, in the face of these conditions, would 
have been justified in taking the initiative 
to put the Guild under bond to keep the 
peace, with warning to its officers of crimi- 
= responsibility for rioting, injury or homi- 
cide. 


The captain of the police precinct in a nor- 
mal American city would need no political 
sanction to keep the entrances open and lock 
up or, if necessary, beat up rioters. 
both District Attorney Hogan and Police Com- 
missioner O’Brien submitted to a challenge to 
their authority. Hogan had plenty of law to 
take care of people threatening Jaw-abiding citi- 
zens with bodily harm. O'Brien, with his 19,000 
cops, had no excuse to ignore a situation that 
might lead to felonies. 


With the guilty connivance of some publish- 
ers who were not above doing a little apple-pol- 
ishing with union bosses to keep out of trouble, 
the printers’ union has enjoyed an undeserved 
reputation for goodness and unswerving loyalty 
to the letter and spirit of all its contracts. Actu- 
ally, it is just a typical AFL monopoly union and 
no better than some of the worst in certain re- 
spects, For years it has been quietly notorious 
for a requirement in its oath of allegiance which 
compels the neophite to swear that “my fidelity 
to my union shall in no sense be interfered with 
by any allegiance that I may now or hereafter 
owe to any other organization, social, political 
or religious, secret or otherwise.” 


To this the new member must pledge his 
“most sacred honor,” thus placing the union 
above his church, if any, and his citizenship in 
that other organization known as the United 
States. 


It is true that this oath is said to apply only 
to matters pertaining to the printing industry, 
but that limitation still leaves the union supe- 
rior to God and country in the field of the 
member's lifelong occupation and principal life- 
long concern.

Forced to War on Children 


HONOLULU—Probably not since the Children's Crusade of medieval times 


has there been a grimmer use of youngsters than in the Korean war. 


They have 


been used as shields by subsequent waves of case-hardened North Korean troops. 
They have been used as infiltrators, after being trained to recognize and report 
on the position of U. S. and South Korean forces, their brand of equipment 
and where it is placed. There is one recorded case of a boy spy whose bicycle’s

A wounded, neurotic American boy 


at Tokyo General Hospital tells the story of a Korean man, wife and their two children—a boy and 


girl about 10 years old—who smiled and waved 
to him and his U. S. buddies as they walked 
up to the Korean’s hut and rice paddy. 

When the Americans were quite close, and 
waving and grinning in the eternally friendly 
fashion of Americans confronted by children, 
the Korean man reached down into the gear 
around his plow, extracted a tommy gun and 
began firing. So did the wife. So did the 
children. 

The Korean kids shot it out to the death. 
The boy who is now in the Tokyo hospital, 
and close to a mental wreck, had to kill the 
little girl.

postponed depending upon the urgency of the circum- 
stances. A microscopic examination of the removed tissue 
is the most important element of the procedure. 


It is often impossible to esti- 
mate the nature of a “growth” 
without a biopsy. A _ benign 
tumor may feel and look just 
like a malignant tumor, very 
often. Ordinarily, in biopsy of 
tissues lying close to the surface 
of the body, a very minor sur- 
gical procedure is required 
which may be done under local 
anesthesia. Once in a while gen- 
eral anesthesia is preferred in 
order to avoid distortion of the 
tissues as viewed through the 
microscope. Distortion may re- 
sult from the swelling of the 
tissues incident to the injection 
of the anesthetic. In most in- 
stances the suspicious tissue can 
be “blocked off” at some little 
distance by injecting the anes- 
thetic into nerve pathways, thus

The advantages of a biopsy 
can perhaps best be illustrated 
in tumors—such as breast tu- 
mors. The patient with a sus- 
picious “lump” in the breast is 
prepared for an operation to re- 
move every vestige of cancer. 
The operation commences with 


a biopsy, in which through a ; 


very small incision a small piece 
of the suspicious tissue is re- 
moved and subjected to an im- 
mediate examination by a path- 
ologist. During the few minutes 
delay required by the examina- 
tion, the patient is not further 
disturbed. If the tissue is pro- 
nounced “benign,” a very minor 


operation is the result. If malig- 
nant, a more extensive proce- 
dure aimed at complete re- 
moval of the cancer-bearing tis- 
sue follows. 

If the tissue is benign, the 
patient is saved a perhaps mu- 
tilating operation. If the tissue 
is malignant, no time is lost in 
immediately instituting the 
proper treatment. 

Biopsies are not totally con- 
fined to the determination or 
absence of cancer, The diagnosis 
of many diseases other than 
cancer may be established by 
biopsy. 

Not all biopsies require an in- 
cision through the skin. Biopsy 
specimens may be obtained 
from the various body cavities 
without incision and often with- 
out the need of even local 
anesthesia. “ 

Internal organs such as the 
liver and spleen may be biop- 
sied by a painless procedure in 
which a hollow needle is in- 
serted through the skin and 
overlying tissues into the sub- 
stance of the organ. When the 
needle is removed it will con- 
tain a cylindrical plug of tissue, 
sufficient for microscopic exam- 
ination. 

The marrow of bones may thus 
be removed in minute quan- 
tity by inserting a needle 
through the outer hard shell of 
bone. Various diseases of the 
blood and blood-forming organs 
may thus be diagnosed. 

There ate two points I want 
to emphasize in connection with 
biopsies. First, the entire pur- 
pose and value of a biopsy is de- 
termined by what takes place 
in the mind of the pathologist 
who. views the tissues through 
his microscope. Apart from this 
the entire procedure is value- 
less. Every recognized hospital 
is attended by a certified spe- 
cialist in pathology who is com- 
petent.te pass reliable judg- 
ment upon what he sees. 

The second point is that no 
patient need blanch or swoon 
when the doctor mentions “bi- 
opsy,” or suggests removing a 
bit of tissue for examination. 
Many diseases other than can- 
cer are diagnosed by biopsy-—a 
great many.

.U. S. Court of Appeals Monday 
revoked the bail of the 11 con- 
tl gave.
